DIES AT HOSPITAL

Shock of Operation Kills Re­ 


tired Army Officer. 


HAO BEEN ILL TWO YtARS 


Famous Civil W ar Fighter Returned 


From Europe a Few Day* A go— H is 


Long Career In the Army. 


New York, Sept, 9.—Lieutenant Cen­ 
tr a l Henry C. Corbin, U. S. A., retired. 
<!ied in Roosevelt hospital in this city 
after an operation for a disease of the 
kidneys. 
General Corbin would have 
been sixty-seven years old in a few 
days. 
Mrs. Corbin and ex-Governor 
Myron T, Herrick, of Ohio, his per­ 
sonal friend, were at bis bedside when 
death occurred. 
General Corbin had been suffering 
for two years from the malady which 
ultimately resulted in his death. Ac­ 
companied by Mrs. Corbin and the 
general's daughter, Mrs. Usher Par­ 
sons, of Ardsley, N. Y., he went to 
Carlsbad 
for treatm ent on June 12 
last. 
The w aters there appeared to 
have improved his condition after two 
weks stay and he returned to Eng 
land, where his former trouble re­ 
curred, and he went to Paris to con 
suit with physicians 
The general's 
trouble developed moi*e seriously while 
he was in Paris, and he determined to 
return to New York. 
He sailed on the 
steam er Rotterdam, which arrived her** 
on Sunday la s t The general was (ak* n 
to the Hotel Martinique la this city, 
and Dr. Frank Ere]wurns was sum 
mooed. 
The physician advised that 
General 
Corbin be 
removed to the 
Roosevelt hospital, and he was taken 
there on Monday. The operation wa = 
performed Tuesday. 
Following 
the 
operation. 
General 
Corbin revived and the work of the 
surgeon was regarded as a success, but 
later a weakness of the heart devel 
oped and death ensued a few hours 
later. 
General Corbin'* body was taken to 
his home at Highwood, Chevy Oha»*\ 
near Washington. His burial will be in 
Arlington cemetery. 


His Military Record. 
General Corbin’s first military aer 
vice was as a second lieutenant In the 
Eighty-third Ohio Volunteer infantry, 
he having enlisted July 28. 1862. an i 
served throughout the war with the 
army of the Cumberland, holding a1! 
grades from second lisutsviant to co! 
oriel. 
He was breveted brigadier gen 
eral of volunteers March 13. 1865. He 
entered the regular army May ll, I860. 
as a second lieutenant of the Seven­ 
teenth infantry, and was su ccessiv ely 
promoted until he reached the gra ie 
of lieutenant general April 1.7. I 906 
and retired Sept. 15 of the same yeir 
in recognition of “gallantry shown in 
the Spanish American war ” congress 
in June. 1900. conferred upon him the 
rank of major general. 
For 
eight 
years he served as adjutant general 
of the army 
Genera! Corbin was in the company 
of President Garfield when the presi­ 
dent was assassinated In 1881 He was 
a member of the I^oyal legion. 
On 
Nov. ti, Idol, he married Miss E lith 
Agues Patten and maintained his r* s 
Idence in this city.

The owner of a famous tract of vir­ 
gin hemlock near Laporte, Ta., has 
placed a reward of $1 each on the 
pelts or carcasses of porcupines, which 
are seriously injuring aud In some 
cases killing fine hemlock trees by 
gnawing and peeling the back from 
the limbs iu search of ants, which 
constitute one of these queer animals' 
principal articles of food. 
The por­ 
cupine is usually classed as inoffensive, 
but this seems to be a blotch on his 
escutcheon. 


A middle state farmer whose fields 
an* becoming fouled with quack grass 
is this year trying the efficacy of hemp 
as a means of getting rid of the plague. 
Hemp grows to a height of six or eight 
feet and so completely covers and 
shades the ground that any other plant 
is smothered in the midst of it. 
It is 
thought that putting the land iii hemp 
two years iii succession will complete­ 
ly free the laud of the grass. 
Ail ad­ 
vantage in this method, if it is as ef­ 
fective as is anticipated, would lie that 
the hemp has a considerable commer­ 
cial value, and the use of the laud 
would not la* lost In the process, as is j 
true of some other methods which j 
have lieen recommended. 


It may be merely a truism to state 
that the fields of corn which have suf­ 
fered most from drought during the 
past month iii some sections of short; 
rainfall have been those which were 
cultivated the fewest times and had 
the most weeds growing between the 
rows. 
There was a very g*»od reason 
for this state*of affairs, which was 
that the soil, not being stirred as fre 
quently as it should, baked and dried 
out much more rapidly that! would 
have otherwise been the case, while 
the weeds that were encouraged by 
this neglect served to still further ag­ 
gravate file situation and take from 
the soil tile little moisture which it did 
contain. 
This matter of the physical 
condition in the soil resulting from 
ample cultivation is one that is sadly 
ignored or completely overlooked by 
all too many fanners. The importance 
of the point can hardly l*e given to o 
great emphasis.

Tho legislature of North Dakota has 
tiffs year passe*] a law preventing the 
sale of impure, adulterated and noxi­ 
ous se***ls. 
Tile bill does not apply to 
seeds w hich were sold for this year’s 
crop. as tile supplies of seeds were in 
stock t*eforp the measure was enact­ 
ed. but does include those offered for 
sale for sowing purposes after July I. 
Steps are being taken to equip a seed 
laboratory 
where samples gathered 
by inspectors and sent in may be 
analyzed. 
The chief requirements of 
the new law are that persons selling 
or exposing seeds for sale shall at­ 
tach a label showing the name of the 
person or firm responsible for the sale 
of the seeds: also the name of the 
kind of seed offered. 
It prohibits the 
sale of seeds containing the seeds of, 
quack grass, sow thistle, Canada this­ 
tle and dodder, and demands that J 
varieties of seeds shall be reasonably 
true to name. 
The new law does not 
interfere with seeds iii transit or with 
seeds tieing sold for food, manufac­ 
ture or cleaning 
Uncleaned seeds 
offered for sowing purposes must be 
plainly labeled "uncleaned,” so that 
the buyer will know Just what he is 
getting 
- 


A careful inspection should be given 
the orchard trees during the late sum­ 
mer rn*nit bs in order to locate any 
little borers which have hatched from 
eggs during Hie month of June, as Hie 
sootier they are put out of commission 
after they have started their dirty 
work the better Then, too. there may 
be some of last year's hatch which 
w e re not discovered when the rounds 
were made Hi** latter part of May and 
early June. 
Big or little, they should 
be exterminated.
